• Vi*tural and L egal Justice.— Among the conflict­ 
ing interests «*f men, 110 object occasions so great anxi­ 
ety and trouble to the legislation as the preservation of 
both natural and legal rights. 
T he natural rights which 
aro claimed by one class of the people are often incom­ 
patible with the arbitrary privileges, which have been 
guaranteed by the laws to another class. 
W henever 
natural justice cotnes thus in competition with legal jus­ 
tice, it proves an arbitrary inequality in the laws of the 


commonwealth. It any body of legislators guarantee cer - 
tain exclusive privilege» to one portion of the people; their 
successors, when they are culled to legislate for the 
rights of another class, have ti difficult task to perform. 
It is their duty to protect the rights of the citizens, and 
at the same time to observe the laws. 
Since certain ex­ 
clusive privileges have been guaranteed to one class, 
they cannot take them away without violating legal 
justice— and they cannot allow them to keep them 
without violating natural justice. 
In either of these 
cases they might be accused of violating their obliga­ 
tions. 
In all sue 11 cases the legal right should always 
he made to yield to the natural right, on the principle 
that no former body of legislators had tho constitutional 
power of violating natural justice.
